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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment and Remarks filed 16 August 2004 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 ,3-13,15-17 and 19-25 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Re claims 1 and 3-1 2: The best prior art of record discloses many of the 
features of claim 1 , including an electrode gun for a cathode ray tube 
comprising a first controlling and accelerating electrode. However, the 
prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an electrode gun for a cathode ray 
tube wherein a ratio of vertical size to horizontal size of an electron beam 
passing hole on the first electrode ranges from 1 .9-3.0, as claimed in claim 
1 . Claims 3-1 2 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

• Re claims 1 3,1 5-1 7 and 1 9-25: The best prior art of record discloses 
many of the features of claim 13, including an electrode gun for a cathode 
ray tube comprising a first and second controlling and accelerating 
electrode, wherein the first electrode has a first horizontal and vertical size 
on the first side near the cathode and a second horizontal and vertical size 
on a second side opposite the first side and the second electrode having a 
third horizontal and vertical size. However, the prior art fails to teach or 
fairly suggest an electrode gun for a cathode ray tube wherein the ratio of 
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the first vertical size to the first horizontal size is greater than 1 .5, a ratio of 
the second vertical size to the second horizontal size is greater than 1.5, 
and a ratio of the third vertical size to the third horizontal size is greater 
than 1.5, as claimed in claim 13. Claims 15-17 and 19-25 are allowable 
by virtue of their dependency.
